love, which he based on "Mutual 
Aid; 
a Factor of Evolution"

title of one of his books. A for- 
mer tea.mej* of mine was an inti- 
mate 
fijend of Krnpotkin, and I 


seen joany of, tfie, Jetters 


that passed between them, always 
ending "with brotherly love." 


There's is 
no 
tolerance

brotherly love in the atheism of 
today.
